Coach Office, Receiver General, Accountant General and Secretary’s Office ; stating as 
nearly as possible the Number and Description of the Books. Vouchers and Papers removed 
from each Office, and the Number of Years they had been accumulating ; wiih a Copy of the 
Order or Orders under which the said Waste Books, Vouchers, &c. were separated from 
what were deemed useful, and the Authority by which they were removed from the possession 
of the Heads of Departments And similar Returns for the years 1832, 1833, 1834 and 
1835. 



The new Establishment of the General Post Office in Dublin commenced on the 6th April 
ig-u From that date, the Registry, paid and unpaid, Office was abulished, and the British Mail 
Office the Penny Post Office, the Letter Carrier's Office, and the Alphabet and Paid Window 
Office until then separate Departments, were consolidated with and placed under the Inland 
Office’; the persons presiding over those Departments were, in some cases, removed to other 

duties, and various changes took place in the appointment of the principal Officers in other 

branches of the new Establishment. Under these circumstances, the Postmaster General, desirous 
of complying as strictly as possible with the Order of The Honourable House of Coiiimons, has 
directed the Officers now at the head of the several Departments of the Post Office in Dublin 
enumerated therein, and also their Predecessors, as wel as the Officers formerly superintending 
the Branches now abolished and consolidated with the Inland Office, to be called upon for 
separate Statements; which, together with other Documents relating to the subject of Inquiry,

tbe waste paper. Deponent saith, that shortl;? afterwards he did call, one afternoon, at the General Post 
Office and inquired for tbe porter in question, when the person so inquired for ajipeared, and showed 
Deponent into a room off a longcorridor, where were deposited the old papers and books in question. 
Deponent saitli, tbe porter was a corpulent man, about six feet in height, and of a steady age (say about 
forty). Deponent snitb, that on inspecting said old papers, books, &c. he agreed wiih said porter for 
tbe sale thereof; and, as well as Deponent now recollects, agreed to give either 04s. or 261. per 
hundred weight. Deponent saith, as well as his memory serves him, he bought on that occasion from 
said poi ter either one or two tons weight, for which he paid said porter in bank notes. Deponent 
saith, the reason, at this time, he cannot be very accurate as to the price paid for said old papers, books, 
&c., or the weight bought by Deponent, is, that the books in which be made his entries of said 
purchases have since been cancelled, and worked up at his mill as waste paper.

W” Lawrence, labourer in trust in General Post Office, being examined, saith, Deponent was 
appointed labourer in trust in June 1831 ; remembers a large quantity of waste paper, old books, 
&c. deposited in what was then called the Letter Bill Office, but now forms part of tbe Accountant 
General’s Office. Deponent says, he had nu care of said office, nor had he the custody of tbe key of it. 
Deponent has been in said office when the gentlemen of tbe department were selecting tbe useful from 
tbe useless hooks and papers in said office, as Deponent understood at the time. Deponent never was 
present at, nor has he any knowledge whatever of the sales of said waste paper and books which took 
place, save that Deponent saw them removed out of said office in floats, and being told they formed 
part of the perquisites of the Clerks, same never having been given into bis charge as such labourer 
in trust. Deponent saith, that all books and papers which were ever given him in charge are still 
safe in a room of which Deponent keeps tbe key. Deponent has seen Mr. George Mason and other 
gentlemen of the office in the room when the waste paper and books were retnoving, and actually assist- 
ing tbe porters to fill the sacks ; it was always after office-hours, and after the despatch of the coaches, 
that those papers were removed, and the floats brought into tbe Post Office yard for that purpose. 
Deponent does not know any person of the name of Hely on Ormond Quay ; nor is Deponent aware of 
any of the waste paper, books, &c. being sold to him, nor would Deponent know Mr. Hely if he now 
saw him.

Alexander Niller, gate porter, being examined, sailb. He recollects when the waste paper, old 
Looks, &c., were sold, and brought away from tbe Pest Office some years ogo ; he has no recollec- 
tion of any person taking any act or part therein fsave Mr. George Mason, one of tbe clerks of the 
office); the said George Mason used to come with floats after the mails were despatched and the 
business of tbe office closed, and demand of Deponent to open the gate and let in those floats ; and 
Deponent of course, knowing Mr. Mason to he in the office, and having no reason whatever to 
doubt his authority, accordingly did open the gale. Deponent thinks if any other person in or con- 
nected with the Post Office had taken any part in the removal of said waste paper, old ^oks, &c. with 
Mr. Mason, Deponent would recollect him ; but Deponent says, he baa no such recollection.

lamplighter in General Post Office, being examined, says, Deponent rMollects 
tbe time at which the waste paper, old books, &c. were sold and taken away out of the General 
Post Office. Deponent does not now recollect at what hour or what period of the day U was that said 
articles were carried away; saw Mr. Mason at the door w-here said waste paper was, looking on, Md 
apparently superintending the removal thereof. Deponent did not see any other gentleman of the office 
take act or part in the matter, nor did he perceive any of the messengers or porters belonging to the 
ofiice in any way assist or interfere in tbe matter; the poriera einplo^d m carrying away those o d 
books and papers being strangers to Deponent and unknown to him. DeiiODent never was apphed to 
by any person whatever to show those old books or waste paper, nor did he, at ^e dme he saw them 
carried away as aforesaid, know or suspect they were sold, or about to be sold; the impression on 
Deponent’s mind at the time being that they were removed in order to dear the office for the purpose 
of doing business therein.

Copy of ihe REPORT of llie Commissioners of Imprest, vespecling the Accounts of the 
Post Office in Dublin, from the Year lUll to the 0th January 1817. 

Our last Report to Parliament, to the 30th January 183-?, included a Report on the Account of the 
Postmasters General for one year from the 5th January 18 10 to the 5tli January i8n, which had been 
previously transmitted to the Lord Lieutenant and the then l.crds of the Tre;uury of Ireland, on the 
30th May 1816. 

Understanding from the Postmasters General that their several annual accounts suhsequeni to the 
5th January i3 1 1 could be speedily made up, we conceived it belter to examine the Accountants and 
their Officers on all these accounts at the same time, and to make one Genera! Report on liiem all. 
Six years' accounts were successively received in nur office ; and on the 2d of September our Inspector 
General laid them all before us, the last of them terminating the 51b January 1817. 

In our Report above noticed on the account ending the 5th January 1811, to which «e refer, we 
entered so fully into Ihe imperfect slate of the Post Office Accounts from 1784 to 1810. and expressed 
our approbation so strongly of the improved office system of 1 810, that we have now only to observe, 
that the system of iSio, improved by some new regulations, appears to have been acted upon by the 
Postmasters General during the periods of all these accounts ; and had it not been from wliat we 
conceive illegal and profuse expenditures, under a miscunatrurtion of the Post Road Act of the 
45tb of the King, chap. 43, oor observations in report on the present accounts would have been little 
more than that the charges in all were cnriectly staled and vouched, and with respect to the disthargva, 
that llie disallowances were inconsidcmble. 

Before we enter on tho subject of the expenditures under the Posl Road Act, we think it heller to 
make the few comments we deem iiecc-ssary on the other braiichesof these accounts. 

In the first, terminating the /itli January 1812,, we have disallowed the sum of £.42. 11. 3. 
slated to have been paid to the Compirollor of the British Mail Office, as a reimbursement of money 
advanced by him for hire of wbeiries. As there are no receipts lioin any of the owners of wherries 
so employed, no credit is claimed in any of the subsequent accounts fur any payments nradc to or by 
this Comptroller for hiring wherries for the five years from the 5th January 1812 to the 6th January 
1817, though many have been hired, and, as given in evidence to us, paid for by him ; but in the stale 
of the balance subjoined to the account leniiiual'iig on the latter day, a sum of £. i ,300 appears to Lave 
been issued to him fi-r this purpose in the couise of those five years. For this, and the sum nf 
£.42. 11. 3. disallowed by us, the Comptroller of the Urilish Mail Office should he immediately 
called upon to account. 

For the several other disallowances mude in the six years’ accounts, exclusive uf those for expen- 
ditures under the Post Road Act, reusnns are assigned and annexed to each, which require no 
additional e.xplanation in Report. 

We have allowed in all the accounts sums paid under orders of Government as compensations lo 
the several clerks of roads for deficits of profiu on the circulation of Irish newspapers, to make their 
respective salaries amount to certain fixed sums. 

We observe that these deficits have progressively increased in every year's account; and as ceitaiii 
incomes, in case of failuie of these piofits, are, under the orders of Giivt-rnment, assured to the cleiks 
of roads, they have no personal interest in augmenting those profits. We concei\e it advisable, there- 
fore, that they should be paid the whole of their salnries, without any regard to the newspaper 
esuhlishment, which in our opinion would be better comlucled on account of the public alone ; dis- 
continuing in future the privileges, profiu or emoluments which have heretofore been conceded to the 
clerks of the roads. 

Two Acts of Parliament, the 45th of the King, chap. 43. and the 46th of the King, chap. 134, 
have been passed relative to the Post Roads of Ireland. 

By the former of these Acts, certain powers are given to the Postmasters General for the improve- 
ment of Post Road<, and under the powers they conceived lo be so vested in them, they have made 
considerable expenditures, for which they have claimed credits in all the six accounts on which we 
now report; many of these expenditures we consider to be illegal, the powers of the Postmasters 
General being limited and defined by the eleven first sections and the fortieth section of the 45th of the 
King • all the other sections of that Act, and Ute whole of the 4Glh of the King, relating to the powers 
and duties of Grand Juries and Trustees of lurnpilte Roads, their officers or the si-veral persons 
employed by or under them, and not to the Postmasters General. 

As our construction of the law differed from that given for so many years back by such respectable 
public officers as the present Postmasters General and their predecessors, we consulted the Attorney 
General, whose opinion is, that their powers are limited and confined in the manner we conceived, 

We have allowed all charges warranted by law, viz. those for original survejs and maps, includ- 
ing one set of barony maps for every Grand Jury, for the inspection of all persons whom it mav concern, 
to be deposited with the treasurer of each county, to be by him kept among die words of each county,, 
and charges for estimates, and for all travelling expenses connected with such surveys, maps and 
estimates; and for the posting the requisite notices previous to laying the -maps and estiipates before 
Grand jJries, in the manner described in the 9th section of the 45lh of the Kmg, and the expenses 
of attending Grand Juries for the purposes expressed in the toil* section of the same Act. , 

We have allowed re-surveys by orders of Government, and all uicidental expenses attendant thereon, 
and we conceive ourselves bound lo allow all expenses of all other re-surveys made conformable to law. 

The Act of the 45th of the King points in the nth section how and bow only such re-surveys are 
to be applied for. We do not consider any re-survey made on the application of any individual or 
individuals, however respectable, as warranted by low. 

Several of the disallowances for re-surveys, the authorities for which cannot now be produced, we have 
reaun to b.liovs «ill be o.ily lempotorj ■, for orh.never Ibe Accounlanu precore, -liicb t.e 
thsri- may be able lo do at 'the oixt Sjiing As.iwo, the cetlibcates of Grand Jimes, that partitular

vouchers, will in our opinion he suflicient giouiids lor iillmving crcilits in llie no.xt Post Ollice Accounts 
for le-surveyssn cerlificd.sudi allowances however being sulijcclwl to ihocoiilimialum of his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, muler the provisions of the 35th suction of tlic '■/id of the King, chap. 52. 

Under the principles of allowing and disallowing, wc have- for the present ilisallowod charges of 
expenses of re-snrveys, i»o due auilmrilies for such rt-surveya having hcen imidiiccd to us ; and we have 
permanently disallowed, as expeiulitures not warranted Ijy law, cliarges in the lyigineers’ accounts, after 
the lines of roads have been approved of by Crrand Juries, for cxpoiisos ol laying nut and marking and 
levelling roads, which, under the loth section of the dAth of the Kiiig, cluip. 4;{, are expressly directerl 
Jo be raised oil counties at large ; and also cliargua for presenting uflidavita, and for serving the notices 
on the owners of lands required by the Irish Act of the 3'2d Geo. 3. dnip. 30, being previous requisites 
to the execution of any works, and totally uncoiincctud with the making surveys and maps, or wiili any 
nf the duties of the Postinaatcra General, or their officers, iimier iho 4,qili of tlio King, chap. 43. These 
notices could not properly he prepared or served until after the making the survoys and amps, and after 
the lines of roads had been filially approved of, being oomicctcd solely with tiic- making of the roads, the 
whole expenses and incidental expenses of which should by law iio borne ljy Grand Juries or 'IVustees 
of Turnpike Koads, or the persons employed by tliem, and not by the I’oal Ollicc. 

After a line of Post Hoad lias been fully approved of as the Act of the 45th of the King directs, if 
dining the making the road and execution of the works, surveyors or onginocis aUund Grand Juries, 
it should be at the desire and at the expense of Grand Juries, and not ot the Post Ollice, and we have 
disallowed chiirgc-sfor such atlendonces. 

Ws have disallowed charges for sets of barony maps above the nmuher of seta directed by law, which 
ought to be no more than one set for each original survey, and one other set at llie moat for each legal 
re-survey of an entire line of road ; if the rc-stn vey is limiled, n smaller number than a set of new 
maps would be suflicient ; and if the re-snrvey is ennliiicd to a single barony, or part of a barony, one 
new or additional map ought alone to be required. 

To mark the excess in supplying such maps, it is only necessary to observe tis an instance, that on 
one line of road from Drogheda to Derry, including a small hnmeh from Aiiglinacloy to Caledon, a 
distance under 100 miles, and in which distance it is stated there arc hut thirteen baronies, so great 
a number as 265 barony maps have been ciiurgccl for, being nearly three barony maps for each 
direct mile. 

It is evident on the face of these bills, that liie travelling charges arc excessive and multiplied beyond 
any reasonable estimate of the services executed. It appears iliut many charges have been made for 
juurneys for services not authorized by law to be executed at llio I’osI Ollice rixpon.se, .and that distinct 
and separate charges have iiecn imulu for jourreys or other services that the law states should be done 
ut the same or nearly liie same periods of time. 

The sum of £. 5,243. 8 . 1 J. is the amount of charges to ilie Post Od'cc for ihc Derry line of road, 
which, us wo before observed, is under 100 miles, Cor services which oiiglit to have hcen partly e.xecuted 
at the expense of llio Post Ollicc, hut for a considcrulilii pan of which, the cliargos, if just, should 
be borne by Grand Juricfl oroiliei-s: a fouilli part of that sum would perhaps he as much as ouglM 
to be fairly charged to the revenue of the Post Oflicc. 

All the bills have hcen paid by orders of the Poalmasters Gencrul, having been previously certified 
to tlieni by their officer, whose duty it was carofully to examine and approve those bili.s, and to inspect 
the lines of roads. 

Exclusive of the salary of 500 guineas a year to the Inspector of Uoadn and .‘■iurveys, tlie Engineers’ 
charges for the si.x years on which we now report, amount to £.21,372. ifi. 7,, of which sum we 
have disallowed, for the reasons we have staled, £. io,(i(>2. 10. o as appears in llie stale of the 
balance annexed to the last account termiiialing the 5th January 1817. 

We examined the two Postmasters General, their Secretary, their lns]>ector of lines of roads, 
designs and surveys, three of the Engineers employed, ami some other oilicers of the General Post 
Office Establishment.

Post Office in DulUn, for the Vear T832. 

This Account is just and true. Our Sixth Parliamentary Report contains the last series of 
Accounts of the Postinasters General of Ireland, from 5 January 1811 to 5 January 1817, sub- 
mitted to our audit by the Government. 

In ihe intorruediate period no subsequent accounts have been referred to us, and we have been 
authorized to receive and audit the present account of his Grace the Duke of UichnionJ. Post- 
master General of the United Kingdom, under the special directions of the Lords of His Majesty's 
Treasury, communicated to us by ^Ir. Rice, in his Letter dated 20 J.inuajy 1832, and by which the 
Hoard of Accounts are directed “ to proceed forthwith in the examination and audit of it, allow- 
ing for the present the balance brought forward by his Grace’s predecessors, without prejudice, 
however, to their Lordships’ further consideration of such balance, or of any question which may 
hereafler arise in the course of the examination and audit of the previous years, subsequent to 
1816.” 

In nheiliencc to this direction, we have entered into no investigation of the separate items com- 
posing the aggregate balance brought forward, viz. £. 52,505. 10. t> L the component parts of which 
are the

It appearing, however, by the state of the balance annexed to the present account, that tlie amount 
of the balances due by Deputy Postmasters, Letter Carriers, 8cc. bad been reduced in the course of 
the year by the sum of £. i,8t>5. 13. 0 i., and that of the balances due by Deputy Postmasters and 
Letter Carriers, pronounced insolvent, had been reduced by so apparently disproportioned a sum as 
£.21. 10. 9., we thought it our duty, on examination of the Secretary of the Irish Post Olhce and 
other ofiicers connected with the administration of this revenue, to ascertain whether every means 
had been employed by the establishment to realize from their securities so much of these deficiencies 
as it was possible to recover. The substance of the reply to this question was as follows : That these 
balances bad been distinctly brought under the consideration of his Grace the Postmaster Genetal, 
with the express object of every means being taken most eti’cctual ibr the protection of the public ; 
that his Grace’s directions had been issued to the Solicitor of the establishment to use every legal 
method in his power to protect the public; that the Solicitor hud diligently acted on his Grace’s 
orders, and that the whole advantage which had been derived at the period of this account iva» 
such as had been stated in the account: that the exertions of the Solicitor were still continued, and 
tliat the future results, if advantageous, would appear to the credit of the public in subsequent 
accounts. . 

In support of the other items of the charge, tiie v.orious books of entries, and all the different 
documents on which the vouching of the charge depends, have been called for and exhibited in 
support of the respective amounts of the several surtis taken credit for as paid out of the 
revenue of the Post Office for special purpose.^, and for the paj’ment of which his Iirace the 
Postmaster General had the authority of the Lords of His Majesty’s Treasuiy. Certified copies 
of those authorities have been furnished to us, amongst which is one authorizing repayment to_ the 
several Deputy Postmasters of the amount abstracted from their remittances by Thomas Harrison, 
their late remittance clerk, who has absconded with £.5,278. 10. 6 their Lordships feeling it 
would be unjust that tins sura, which had been actually paid by the Deputy Postmasters, should be 
continued to be charged against them. u 

The filial disallowances amount to £. .30. 14. 10., and as these ore the only disallowances we have 
been compelled to make on an account of such complexity in its details, and of such magnitude 
in its receipts and expenditure, we have felt it a duty we owe to the correctness and efficiency of 
the several departments of the Post Office Establishment, to explain at length the peculiarity of 
the transactions connected with them. ... p . 

The sum of £. 23. 7. 4 has been disallowed, no voucher having been produced m support ot the 
credit taken ; it has, however, been stated to us by Mr. Lyster, the Accountant General, that an 
impressment of £. 850. had been made to the late Accountant General, Mr. M'Cleland, for the 
purpose of paying arrears of salary, the whole of which sum was paid by Mr. M-Cleland, witli the 
kception ot' £. 23. 7. 4., and which, in consequence of the Postmaster General having expressed 
his opinion that the individual for whom this amount hud been allocated in tbe list of arrear.s was 
not entitled to receive it, had not been paid to him by the Receiver Genei-al, though of course, as 
it had been part of tlie amount impressed, the Receiver General was debited with that amount by 
the Acountant General. „ , 

With respect to the sum of £. 7. 7. <5. the other component part of the whole disallowances, it 
appears that an impressment had been made to the Receiver General for the payment of the super- 
annuation claims, on the presumption that all the acknowledged claimants were living ; but when the 
distribution of these sums was made in detailed payments, it was discovered that the person who 
ought to have received this sum was dead. The impressment having been made to the Keceiyer 
General, the same principle prevailed as to the debit made by the Accountant (>eneral with that 
acted upon in tile preceding instance. j-. r .1 i.i'„ » 

The amount of these two sums has, however, been since paid W the credit of the public, as 
evidenced to us by the production of the receipts of the Teller of the Exchequer, and thus sub- 
stantially the public claim against the revenue of ihe Post Office has been satishecl.
